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WOOD'S LAWN GRASSES 
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TO MAKE A LAWN 


The Fall months are always considered as being particu- 
larly favorable for the seeding of new lawns or the reseeding 
of old ones. For new lawns preparation of the seed bed is 
of the greatest importance and too much care cannot be 
given to this. The ground should be broken and thoroughly 
pulverized to a depth of at least six inches. If the land 
needs lime it should be applied at this time and well worked 
in. Repeated raking of the surface at intervals of several 
days will aid in killing any volunteer foreign growth and 
help to provide a clean seed bed. One or tvro days before 
seeding work a good application of Wuod’s High-Grade Sheep 
Manure into the top two or three inches. Broadcast the seed 
evenly, half one way and half the other, cover lightly either 
by raking or with a drag and roll with a light roller. Keep 
moist, using a fine spray to avoid vashing and after germi- 
nation is well started water only when necessary. Pull out 
any weeds that appear. 


WHAT GRASS TO SOW 


In Virginia and farther north, in westerly sections of the 
Carolinas and farther west, sow Wond’s Super-Green, Wood’s 
Evergreen and Shady Park Lawn Grasses. In other parts 
of South sow Wood’s Emerald Park Grass. Under trees and 
shaded places sow Wood’s Shady Park Lawn Grass. 


RENEWING OLD LAWNS 


Every Fall and Spring sow more seed. Cut the grass close, 
apply a good fertilizer and rake in and broadcast the seed 
evenly, one pound or more per 500 square feet. according to 
the stand and again run the mower over the lawa. This will 
put the seed into the soil. Water frecly. 


HOW TO CUT YOUR LAWN 
Cut when two to three inches high ana keep’ cut regularly 
but never shorter than one and one-half inches unless during 
cool weather. Be sure your mower is kept sharp. A dull 
mower bruises and injures the grass. During hot weather 
it is advisable to raise the mower blades.

ALFALFA 


The continued rains and heavy dews throughout Oklahoma 
and Kansas have caused considerable delay in the harvest 
of the seed crop. Generally the seed crop is taken from 
the second cutting, but the rank growth owing to excessive 
moisture necessitated cutting for hay, and the bulk of the 
seed harvested will be from the third crop. This has de- 
layed the availability of seed from these origins fully thirty 
days and only limited supplies will be available for plant- 
ing this season. 

We have been fortunate in securing a quantity of Argen- 
tine Alfalfa, which we are offering at a price well under 
the value of U. S. grown seed. Argentine Alfalfa was pro- 
duced in a climate almost identical with Kansas and owing 
to the shortage of domestic seed has been used very exten- 
sively in Virginia, Maryland, Pennsylvania, the Carolinas 
and other Eastern and Central States for several years. 
Results obtained have been excellent and as a result we 
have no hesitancy in recommending its use to our custom- 
ers throughout the above sections. Large acreages have been 
sown in higher altitudes of Virginia with fine results. In 
actual field tests on our own experimental farm in years 
past we have detected no difference in yield, adaptability or 
winter hardiness to Kansas or Oklahoma seed.

CULTURE IN POTS: Use any good soil, mixed with sand, potting so as to leave 
the top of the bulb even with the soil. For a single plant use a 4 or 5-inch pot; but 
the effect will be prettier if several bulbs are planted in a larger pot, and still more 
effective if all are of one cclor. Press the soil firmly around the bulbs, but do not pack 
it underneath. Water thoroughly and place in cold, dark place for 4 or 5 weeks, water- 
ing about every 10 days, enough to keep the soil moist. 


A still better plan is to sink the pot in the earth about 6 inches, covering with 
soil, chcosing a location that is not too wet. For a succession of bloom, bring the 
first out about December ist, and every two weeks thereafter, until February 1st. 
Keep moderately warm and when they begin to bloom, give plenty of water, and as 
much fresh air as possible. Too much heat dries up the flower and shortens the 
blooming period.
